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Brucker Says 
Japan Moving 
Slowly With 

Arms Buildup 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Secre- 
tary of the Army Wilbur M. 
Brucker is convinced the Japa- 
nese are “dragging their feet in 
bullding their ground forces.” 

The Secretary made this com- 
plaint in testimony before Con- 
gress on Defense Department 
appropriation requests for fiscal 
1958,» The testimony was releas- 
ed Thursday. 

Brucker, questioned closely 
by Rep. Robert L. F. Sikes (D.- 
Fla.) on the status of forces of 
America’s allies in the Far East, 
said: | 

“There is no doubt about the 
fact that they (the Japanese) 
are not pushing (rearmament). 

“I personally spoke to the top 
Japanese officials about this 
matter.” 

Sikes said he was “glad” to 
hear that Brucker had taken 
up the issue of Japanese de- 
fenses with officials in that 
country. 

Sikes started the committee’s 
exchange on Japan when he 
asked Brucker the status of 
Japanese forces. 

Brucker said the Japanese are 
“just building” their army. 

This prompted Sikes to reply: 

“Actually, they have been 
‘just building’ for so long and 
have been in ‘token status’ for 
so long it appears that there is 
really no desire either on their 
part or ours to “build strong 
Japanese military forces.” 

Brucker told the committee 
that while Japan was moving 
slowly with a military buildup, 
nonetheless the Japanese troops 
are “good soldiers.” 

Sikes asserted Japan should 
be prepared to share “in the de- 
fense” of the Pacific area, and 
eatd thet U.S. “postwar contri- 
butions to Japan have been very 
heavy.” 

Later, Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, 
U.S. Chief of Naval Operations, 
told the committee that Japan 
had virtually no navy of its own 
and said, “I think Japan realizes 
she is absolutely dependent 
upon our Navy now for her life 
in case of war.” 

Burke said he felt that all 
Japanese political parties were 
favorable toward American 
naval bases in Japan “except the 
very leftist party.” 

Other testimony = disclosed 
Wednesday was an Air Force 
claim that the Navy’s aircraft 
carrier task forces are “very 
vulnerable” to atomic attacks 
and might be wiped out by a 
single H-bomb missile. 

The testimony also revealed 
that a third of the Strategic 
Air Command has been placed 
on a permanent “alert” that 
could launch 700 to 800 atom- 
armed jets toward Russia in a 
matter of hours. The first bom- 
_ bers could get off in 15 minutes. 

Gen. Nathan F. Twining, Air 
Force Chief of Staff, expressed 
belief that the carrier-led U.S. 
Gth Fleet could not remain 
in the Mediterranean if general 
war broke out. He said: “I 
think they might conduct a 
strike and then get out of the 
Mediterranean.” 

Donald A. Quarles, then Air 
Force Secretary who has since 
become Deputy Defense Sec- 
retary, said an era is approach- 
ing when bombers will be 
able to launch robot missiles 
from distances of 50 to 100 miles. 

The Air Force chief said the 
big aircraft carriers show up 
very clearly on an airborne 
radarscope, and that they can 
be sunk or knocked out by an 
H-bomb if it hits within “a 
couple of miles.” He said “you 
can miss quite a ways and still 
sink them.” 

The Navy is seeking 310 mil- 
lion dollars from Congress for 
the first nuclear-powered super- 
aircraft carrier. 

Twining said that even 50 
large carriers—Navy plans call 
for 15—could not “do the job” 
strategically. He declared: “Our 
forces have to be on the spot 
immediately—I mean, in a mat- 
ter of hours instead of days. 


“Otherwise, the enemy would 
have time to attack our coun- 
try three or four times before 
our forces could deliver their 
attack.”

Tani Praises America, 
Endorses Kishi’s Trip 


Retiring Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Washington Masayuki 
Tani yesterday endorsed Prime 
Minister Kishi’s forthcoming 
visit to the United States and 
voiced the hope that Kishi’s 
talks with American leaders 
would produce “a true and abid- 
ing understanding” of the Japa- 
nese-American relations in the 
long perspective of history. 

Tani,- who recently returned 
home from Washington after a 
year’s duty, predicted’ that 
Kishi’s visit would establish “a 
new era” in Japanese-American 
relations and contribute enor- 
mously to the improvement of 
conditions in the_Far East. 

Speaking at a luncheon -giv-’ 
en in his honor by the Amer- 
ica-Japan Society at the Imper- 
izl Hotel, Tani said- he hoped 
to see the establishment of a 
strong moral bond which will 
enable the two countries to 
speak a common language of 
the spirit. He said, “Once we 
have established these bases and 
set the broad course on which 
we shall both proceed to pro- 
mote peace and contribute to 
the welfare of mankind, I am 
sure that we will have estab- 
lished a solid basis for coopera- 
tion as partners as well as a 
basis on which to work out our 
problems to our mutual interest 
and satisfaction.” — : 


- Tani’ praised the American 
people’s open-mindedness and 
respect for criticism, which he 
described as the source of their 
mental and moral development. 
This attitude, he observed, was 
nost vividly displayed in the 
two-month debate on the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine for the Middle 
East.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Pres- 
ident Eisenhower has directed 
special Ambassador James P. 
Richards to cut short his tour 
of Middle Eastern countries, 
skipping visits to Egypt, Syria 
and Jordan, where the Eisen- 
hower Mid-East program has be- 
come bitterly controversial. 


The State Department an- 
nounced Thursday that Eisen- 
hower has asked Richards to 
come home “as soon as feasible

He will arrive in Washington 
May 8 and attend a meeting of 
congressional leaders on foreign 
aid at the White House May 9, 
Meanwhile, he will visit l.rael, 
Tunis and Morocco.

Other sources said police had 
arrested the chief correspon- 
dent of the Egyptian-owned 
Middle East News Agency, 
whose offices in Amman and 
Jerusalem were closed by Gov- 
ernment order. 

The agency’s director in Jor- 
dan, Mandooh Zaher, was said 
to be hiding in the Egyptian 
Embassy. 

Many shops and businesses 
kept their doors closed while 
the strict curfew was temporari- 
ly lifted to permit services 
marking the end of Ramadan, 
the Moslem holy month.

The. problem seems to stem 
from the anti-Communist Chi- 
nese feeling in the United 
States. 

If the desires of Japan, Brit- 
ain and France are accepted at 
the Paris meeting, favorable 
conditions will be created for 
Japan to increase its trade with 
Peiping. 

However, mere easing of the 
embargo list would. not solve 
the whole problem. 

When the embargo list is 
eased and efforts are increased 
for promoting exports to Red

China- by. various countries, it 


will be unavoidable that inter- 
national competition will be in- 
tensified in trade with that 
country. 

In that case, the comparative- 
ly high prices of Japanese 
heavy industrial machineries 
and chemical products will con- 
stitute. an important hindrance 
to this country’s trade with 
Communist China, 


On the other hand, in order 

that Japanese exports may be 
increased, imports should also 
be enhanced. 
’ In -this respect, it is necessary 
that the import items should be 
Switched from agricultural pro- 
duce to mining and industrial 
products and that their price be 
attractive to Japan. 

Viewed in this light, if Com- 
munist China sets about earnest- 
ly developing iron mines in 
Hainan Island and considers con- 
tinuous supply of its iron ore 
to Japan, it will contribute a 
great deal to the expansion of 
trade between the two countrics. 

Another point which requires 
improvement is the settlemcnt 
of payments.

W YORK (AP)—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles says the State Depart- 
ment ban on visits to Red 
China by American newsmen 
does not abridge the freedom 
of the press because it relates 
only to the gathering, not the 
publication, of news. 


Dulles’ comment was made 
public Wednesday by Arthur 
Hays Sulzberger, publisher of 
the New York Times. Sulzber- 
ger wrote Dulles on April 23 ex- 
pressing his feeling that “the 
Administration is abridging 
the freedom of the press and 
using the press as an instru- 
ment in its diplomacy.” 


In his letter of reply, Dulles 
said: , 


U.S. foreign policy “inevitably 
involves the acceptance of cer- 
tain restraints by the American 
people. If it were not so, for- 
eign policy would be impotent.” 


The “newsgathering fraterni- 
ty” not the State Department, 
must distinguish between re- 
sponsible newgatherers and ad- 
venturers more interested in 
visiting China than reporting 
what is going on there,” 


.- Dulles said “the constitution 
‘freedom of the press’ relates to 
publication, and not to the 
gathering of news. There are, 
of course, many occasions and 
many areas where, for security 
or policy reasons, newspaper 
correspondents are excluded,” 


Dulles added: “When young 
men are drafted and _ sent 
abroad they are used as in- 
struments of foreign policy. 
When business people are not 
allowed to trade with Commu- 
nist China they might equally 
argue that they are being used 
as instruments of our di- 
plomacy.

To Construct 
49 New Parks 


Plans have been drawn up 
to build 49 new parks in To- 
kyo with a ¥5,600-million budg- 
et under a 10-year city plan- 
ning program. 

The parks, covering a total 
of 1,200,000 tsubo, are to be 
built to beautify the city and 
provide health-stimulating zones 
to the citizens many of whom 
will be living in skyscrapers in- 
stead of individual homes 10 
years hence if the city planners 
have their way. 


Among the unique parks to 
be built under the program will 
be the world’s first bridge park 
spanning the Tsukiji River near 
the Ginza. Plans call for con- 
struction of a 3,000-tsubo con- 
crete bridge over the 65-foot- 
wide river which will be cover- 
ed by earth and finally with 
flowers and grass. 

Another new feature in Japan 
will be a 65-mile promenade 
park, patterned after the parks 
of Paris, extending from -Aka- 
saka-Mitsuke-to Yotsuya. This 
narrow, 9,600-tsubo park is 
scheduled to be completed in 
two years with a ¥10 million 
budget. 


Construction work is expected 
to be started this summer for 
building a 600-tsubo plaza in 
front of Shimbashi Station’s 
west entrance.

Seismological Institute in Naga- 
no Prefecture to shoot pictures 
of the scientific research that 
is being carried out there on 
Japan’s earthquakes. 

On Sunday, the crew will 
board the 1,200-ton Ryofu Maru 
of the Meteorological Agency to 
accompany a scientific mission 
surveying oceanic currents and 
climates. 

On Monday, shots will be 
taken of Japan’s research in 
the ionosphere and on Thursday 
the TV crew will fly over Mt. 
Fuji to record weather and 
other technological data prevail- . 
ing at the top of the highest* * 
mountain in Japan. 

On the night of June 30; the 
films depicting Japan's scientific 
contribution to IGY, besides the 
work that is being done by 15 
other nations in the world, will 
be televised in England for 
domestic and European viewing. 

Meanwhile, a three-stage 
rocket capable of climbing to 
an altitude of 80 miles will be 
launched in October in connec- 
tion with the IGY observations. 

This was announced Wednes- 
day by the special rocket com- 
mittee of the Japan Science 
Council. 

The three-stage rocket, known 
as the “Kappa-5,” consists of a 
main rocket and two boosters. 

Also, the committee has decid- 
ed to purchase five Wasp-type 
rockets from the United States 
for launching from balloons.

Spirit of Originality 


After the death of ukiyo-e, 
the Japanese print was so slow 
to revive that there was not 
even a society of print artists 
until 1919—this in a country 
where when two artists ére 
gathered together the result is 
normally a society. [| hasten 
to add that this is partially be- 
cause the men and women 
working in this field have prov- 
en very jealous of their inde- 
pendence, and [| am heppy to 
say that they still are. 

The exhibition on display 
now includes an extremely wide 
variety of styles and methods— 
80 many, in fact, that it is hard 


to say anything about the 
works as a whole. 
I can report, however, that 


the Modern Print Association 
has kept itself remarkably free 
of the like-master-like-pupil at- 
titude that has so often domi- 
nated other art societies. Not 
ai. of the prints being shown 
are great art, by any means, 
but there is in evidence a very 
fresh and lively spirit of origi- 
nality, despite the fact that the 
content of most of the prints 
is, as Mr. Oliver Statler has put 
it, “as Western as shoes.” 

Many of the works might be 
classed as derivative, but I saw 
Je-> out-and-out copying’ of 
Western artists, or of Japanese 
artists, for that matter, than I 
am accustomed to seeing at 
painting exhibits. 


Abstract Prints Effective 

It seemed to me that by and 
large the abstract prints came 
off rather better than the more 
realistic ones. I was particular- 
ly impressed, for example, with 
Gen Yamaguchi’s three entries, 
which revealed a fine sense of 
semi-abstract form combined 
with the well-known Japanese 
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MOUNTAINEER — Umetaro 
Azechi, one of the leading 
print artists of Japan, is an in- 
veterate mountain climber, 
and he is fond of drawing the 
mountains and people he sees 
along the way. His “Moun- 
taineer,” shown above, is on 
display at the annual exhibit 
of the Japan Modern Print As- 
sociation. 


flair for flat designs in bright 
colors. 


Umetaro Azechi displayed one 
of his favorite subjects, a 
“Mountaineer,” printed in a 
bold, rectangular style with 
rather somber colors, and Toshi 
Yoshida contributed three ima- 
ginative designs from what he 
calls “the world of stars.” 
Among tne realistic works, I 
liked Junichiro Sekino’s “Tile 
Roof,” which might, incidental- 
ly, just as well be considered an 
abstraction. Mr. Sekino has the 
ability of Hokusai and Hiro 
shige to turn a real and some- 
what prosaic object into a pleas- 
ing pattern.

Becomes First Boxer to Cop 


Middleweight Title 4 Times 


CHICAGO (AP)—Sugar Ray Robinson brushed 
back the years for one electrifying burst of violence 
Wednesday night to knock out champion Gene Fullmer 
with a left hook to the jaw in 1:27 of the fifth round. 


Thus the Sugar Man became 
the first man ever to win the 
world middleweight title four 


times. 

Robinson, a 3% to 1 apes he 
softened up the 25-year-o 
champion with two solid right 
hand punches to the body and 
then drove home a terrific left 
that dropped Fullmer to the 
Chicago Stadium deck. 

Writhing on the canvas, Full- 
mer attempted to get up. But 
he ja¢k-knifed back on his face 
and was counted out by Referee 
Frank Sikora, the first time he 
had been stopped in his 44-bout 


|| career. 


With this one flash from his 
glorious past, the man who once 
was called “the greatest fighter 
pound for pound in the world” 
avenged his unanimous decision 
defeat by the sturdy bully-boy 
from West Jordan, Utah, at New 
York’s Madison Square Garden 
Jan. 2. 

This was a different Robinson 
from the inept, faded work man 
who clutched desperately in an 
effort to go 15 rounds only four 
months ago. 

The bull-necked champ from 
the West had been banging 
away at Robinson’s body and 
charging in fearlessly under 
Robinson’s sporadic fire in the 
earlier rounds, 


In fact, Fullmer had piled up 
a slender 19-18 lead on points 
on the cards of all three offi- 
cials in the first four rounds. 


Robinson led on the AP card. 


by a 19-18 score. 


Referee Sikora had warned 
Fullmer for a cracking left hook 
that strayed low in the third 
round, but he did not take away

Robinson’s dramatic upset 
victory, a startling form rever- 
sal from his January effort, 
earned him a July match with 
welterweight champion Carmen 
Basilio that probably will be 
signed soon for the Yankee 
Stadium. 

When Robinson finally got 
his chance to turn it on Wed- 
nesday night he let loose with 
both hands with deadening 
effect. When Sugar Ray tried 
to punch in bursts last January, 
Fullmer merely shook off the 
blows and came in stronger 
than ever. 

Although the record books 
say Robinson will be 37 on 
Friday, he insists his correct 
age will be 36. In any event, 
he punched with his effective- 
ness of old in that one blinding 
flurry that ended Fullmer’s 
reign at one day short of four 
months.

Equipment Loans 
Double in 1956 


Equipment loans made by 
Japanese banks during the 1956 
fiscal year ending March, 1957, 
totaled ¥349,700 million, or near- 
ly double the ¥184,500 million 
recorded in the previous fiscal 
year, according to the Bank of 
Japan. 

Of the total, ¥57,000 million, 
or 16.3 per cent, was spent for 
improvement and repair of old 
equipment, and the remaining 
¥ 292,700 million or 83.7 per cent, 
was used for installing new 
facilities and plant expansion. 

The loans to the chemical 
fiber. chemical and petrochem- 
ical industries showed a marked 
increase whereas those to the 
electric power and iron and 
steel industries and the Arans- 
portation service were insignifi- 
cant. 

Similar loans in March aggre- 
gated ¥42,406 million, a record 
postwar high. 

The Bank of Japan also re- 
ported that loans by the Indus- 
trial Bank of Japan and the 
Japan Long-term Credit Bank 
amounted to ¥167,900 million, 
or 48 per cent of the total. Those 
by city banks totaled ¥128,800 
million, or 36.8 per cent of the 
total, and those by provincial 
banks, ¥48,700 million, 14 per 
cent, and those by the trust 
banks, ¥4,100 million, or 1.2 per 
cent of the total.

According to the checkup, 
ship exports, totaling $132,521,- 
000 in fiscal 1954, rose to $439,- 
072,000 in fiscal 1955 and shot 
up further to $685,648,000 to ac- 
count for some 90 per cent of 
the total plant exports last 
fiscal year. 


Sales of rolling stock and 
vehicles, standing at $11,332,000 
in 1954, likewise soared to $43,- 
256,000 in the following year. 
The total leveled off at $43,061,- 
000 in 1956, but constituted the 
second most important export 
group after ships. 


On the other hand, textile 


machinery dropped — sharply 
from $35,747,000 in 1954 to 
$11,247,000 in 1955 and rose 


only slightly to $14,105,000 in 
1956. 


Electrical machinery continu- 
ed to decline in the same period 
from $3,922,000 to $3,604,000 and 
then to $2,866,000 by 1956. Com- 
munications machinery likewise 
showed sagging figures of $416,- 
000, $232,000 and’ $192,000. Other 
items decreased from $16,376,000 
in 1954 to $14,991,000 in 1955 
and recovered somewhat to $15,- 
760,000 in 1956. 

Thanks to ships, the aggre- 
gate total bounced up from 
$200,314,000 in 1954 to $512,402,- 
000 in 1955 and then rose to 
$761,632,000 in 1956. 


Continued price hikes for 
steel and other key materials 
and rising domestic demand 
were to blame for the decline, 
according to the machinery 
federation, which declared Gov- 
ernment-assisted countermeas- 
ures were necessary. 


San Francisco Plans 


Port Modernization 


James Campbell, the Port of 
San Francisco’s foreign trade 
manager, said Wednesday San 
Francisco served shippers bet- 
ter than any other port on the 
Pacific Coast. 


Campbell, who arrived here 
last Saturday on the first leg’ 
of a 50-day trade promotion 
tour of the Far East and South 
Pacific pointed out that during 
the month of April, there were 
close to 50 sailings out of San 
Francisco.

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U.S. Moves to Restrict 
Imports of Japan Goods 


Moves to restrict the import | 


of Japanese merchandise are 
becoming intensified in_ the 
United States, according to in- 
formation reaching the Foreign 
Office recently from the Japa- 
nese Embassy in Washington, 
seys Kyodo. 

The Government takes a seri- 
ous view of this trend in Amer- 
ica since restrictions, if enfore- 
ed, will deal a big blow to inter- 
ests concerned, Foreign Office 
sources said, 

When Prime Minister Kishi 
goes to the United States this 
June, the sources revealed, he 
will appeal to the U.S. Govern- 
ment leaders and public opin- 
jon that any restrictive meas- 
ures will harm friendly rela- 
tions between the two coun- 
tries. 

Reports from the Japanese 
Embassy said that a bill for re- 
stricting the import of plywood 
and wooden serews was recent- 
ly submitted to Congress and 
diseussion on the bill had al- 
re.dy been started.

Red Exports 
Raid Japan 
Trade Areas 


The Japan External ,Trade 
Recovery Organization (JETRO) 
headed by Michisuke Sugi. an- 
nounced yesterday the results 
o! its survey on the expansion 
of trade by Communist coun- 
tries. 

According to the report vari- 
ous Communist countries have 
not only come into economic re- 
lationship with India and Egypt, 


“but are exporting various prod- 


ucts in increasing quantities to 
countries in the Middle East, 
Africa, -Southeast Asia and 
South America. 

This shows that a division 
of activity has been established 
in the Communist bloc and it 

oses a threat to Japan in its 
oreign trade activities, the re- 
port said. 

It said that various industrial 
manufactures are being export- 
ed by the Communist countries 
in addition to agricultural pro- 
duces and raw materials. , 

The report also drew atten- 
tion of trading circles on Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Hungary, East 
vermany, Rumania and others 
who are manufacturing goods 
rich in originality. 

The report also pointed out 
that the Communist countries 
are manufacturing products on 
a priority basis at low cost spe- 
cially for the purpose of export, 
and importing countries are 
welcoming these low-priced 


goods, which are 20 to 30 per 


cent lower than their counter- 
parts from Western countries. 

The report also said that Com- 
munist China has been export- 
ing goods not requiring a high 
level of technique in manufac- 
ture such as nails, cotton piece 
goods, etc. at a low price and 
encroaching upon markets here- 
tofore enjoyed by Japan. 


F urther Salvaging 
In P.I. Planned 


The Japanese Government is 
scheduled shortly to start furth- 
er salvaging operations on 
sunken ships in Philippine 
waters under the reparations 
program, was announced by the 
Foreign Office yesterday. 

The Government will invite 
bidders at an early date for the 
purpose. 

The announcement followed 
the recent conclusion of an 
agreement on research for the 
second salvaging service which 
is listed under Item 1, Category 
2 of the reparations program be- 
tween the Government and the 
Philippine Reparations Mission 
in Janan. 

The salvaging work is expect- 
ed to last for about three 
montis. 

According to the agreement, 
for the second 
salvaging work will be con- 
ducted on 208 sunken ships and 
other obstacles in Manila Bay, 
Cebu and 11 other ports.

The Government is reported 
to be considering instructing 
Koichiro Asakai, new Ambassa- 
dor to Washington, to try to 
forestall such moves in the 
United States upon his arrival 
in Washington. 

Details of the moves in Amer- 
ica are reported as follows: 

1. Plywood— More than 20 
bills for restrictl.ig the import 
of plywood, all similar in con- 
tents, were submitted. to Con- 
gress, and the Lower House 
Ways and Means Committee 
has already begun to deliberate 
them. These bills are design- 
ed to restrict plywood imports 
during this year to one-fifth of 
those during last year. The ef- 
fect of the projected restric- 
tion will be tremendous, infor- 
mants said, since plywood mak- 
ers are mostly smcll enterprises 
depending upon the United 
States for 80 per cent of ex- 
ports of their produéte. 

2. Wooden screws—The Dill 
for restricting the import of 
wooden screws aims at restrict- 
ing America’s annual import of 
this product to 10 per cent of 
the country’s annual consump- 
tion. Ninety-five per cent of 
the import total will be allocat- 
ed to various countries on the 
basis Of their export records to 
the U.S. during 1952 to 1954. 
The remaining five per cent im- 
port quotas are to be allocated 
to countries which have had no 
export records to America. 

3. Woolen goods—The peti- 
tion for restricting the import 
of woolen goods was made on 
the basis of a stipulation in the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act that their imports can be 
restricted if there is need for 
protecting America’s domestic 
industry. The U.S. Tariff Com- 
mission is to hold a_ public 
hearing June 3. 

4. Plates (metal)—The Tariff 
Commission started April 18 to 
study whether plate imports 


domestic industry. ' 

5. Paper hats—The Tariff 
Commission also started an in- 
vestigation April 5 on paper hat 
imports. Japan's paper hat ex- 
ports to U.S. for last year 
amounted to 1,500,000 dozen. 

6. Umbrella ribs—The Tariff 
Commission will hold a public 
hearing July 30 on the import 
of umbrella ribs. 


Coal Output 
Hits Record 


Coal production and supply in 
the country in fiscal year 1956 
hit new postwar highs of 48,- 
281,000 and 48,326,000 tons, re- 
spectively, according to a check- 
up by the Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry. 

These figures represented 
marked increases of 5,766,000 
and 3,974,000 toms over fiscal 
1955, respectively. : 

Coal stocks at the end of last 
fiscal year came to 1,234,000 tons 
against 1,166,000 tons for the 
comparable date of the preced- 
ing fiscal year. 

MIT! ascribed the brisk pro- 
duction and supply of coal to in- 
creased demand by the nation’s 
industries as a whole since the 
latter half of fiscal 1956. 

MITI said the output increase

CHANCE. 
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Constitution Day 

Ten years have gone by since the promulgation of our 
new Constitution, and today is the tenth anniversary of its 
enforcement. On this significant day our sincere desire is 
that the people should make a fresh determination to 
respect the national chart@r. 

It need scarcely be said that in a constitutional state 
we should respect the national laws—especially the Con- 
stitution, the basic law of the nation. It is true that the 
current Constitution of Japan is open to criticism. But it 
is one thing, and our duty to respect it is quite another 
thing. 

The Constitution of Japan had an unfortunate birth. 
It was very hastily drafted immediately after Japan’s sur- 
render when she was under occupation. And today no one 
would deny that it was given by the occupation authorities. 

Moreover, the situation in which this nation is placed 
has undergone a remarkable change in the course of the 
ten years that have passed. It is only natural that the 
Constitution now is open to the charge that it needs to be 
brought into accord wiih the nation’s restored status of 


independence. 


The cruel actualities after the outbreak of the Korean 
War also collided with the lofty ideal of this Constitu- 
tion. It was indeed a noble ideal to desire to “preserve 
our security and existence trusting in the justice and faith 
of the peace-loving people of the world” and therefore 
renounce war as a sovereign right of the nation together 
with the right of belligerency. The stern reality, however, 
demanded Japan to maintain the forces of self-defense 


which the Constitution did not permit, and forced her to 


contract a treaty for collective security with the United 
States. 

The tragedy of the Constitution of Japan is that it 
entertains too lofty an ideal to be realized in this wortd 
of international distrust and antagonism. 


The revision of the present Constitution probably is 
inevitable. And there is not the slightest doubt that Japan 
should have a constitution enacted autonomously by the 
nation herself. 

Laws exist for the people. The supreme law is not an 
exception. If the majority is dissatisfied with the current 
national charter, we see mo reasons why it must not be 
revised. 

The debate on revision has been going on ever since 
the occupation ended, and teday many sincere advocates of 
democracy seem to believe that some modification is neces- 


sary after all. | 


The question, however, is concerned with the nation’s 
basic law. It demands most careful treatment and cir- 
cumspect preparations. All possible efforts must be made 
to make clear the truths about its birth and its content. 

All about the national charter must be made known 
to the people, and their final decision as to whether the 
Constitution should be revised or not must be based on 
the exhaustive knowledge thus acquired. 

lt is for this reason that we have always supported 
the idea of the Constitution Research Coun¢éil. At least 
it will offer to the two major political parties the common 
ground for discussion. It was regrettable, in this sense, 
that the Socialist Party rejected the Government invita- 
tion to participate in the Council. 


The Socialists are opposed, in the first place, to revis- 
ing the current war-renouncing Constitution, and that was 
also the reason they gave for their flat refusal. 

However, as the Prime Minister repeatedly explained, 
the purpose of the Constitution Research Council is not 
necessarily to revise the Constitution, but it is to examine 
whether or not there is a necessity for revising the cur- 
rent national charter. It is to be hoped that the Socialists 
reflect upon this and join the discussion for the final de- 
cision. 

There is another impedient factor, further, which 
makes the constitutional argument appear somewhat 
futile— the lack of concrete plans for revision. 


The question has been, and is being studied by the 
Government itself, the Government party and many 
research bodies established for that purpose. Yet none of 
these groups has completed a draft for the revisions they 
think necessary, except one drafted by the Dietmen’s 
League for the Realization of an Autonomous Constitution, 
often called “Hirose draft” because the said League is head- 
ed by Councillor Hisatada Hirose. 

What we earnestly hope on this Constitution Day is 
that many sincere attempts in the same direction will 
follow this elaborate draft which is suggestive in many 
points, and that the whole people will persevere, Social- 
ists and Conservatives with one accord, in their efforts 
to settle this problem which is sure to have important 
influence upon the nation’s future.

The Constitution 
Research ‘Council, established 
about a year ago, has not yet 
started to function.

Mainichi Shimbun said the 
present Constitution has served 
to lay the foundations for de- 
mocracy and pacifism in post- 
war Japan.

WASHINGTON — Inside the 
King’s Palace—Biggest surprise 
of the struggle over Jordan has 
been the stamina of 22-year-old 
King Hussein. Just one year 
ago he was considered the weak- 
est reed in the lineup of Arab 
monarchs. He so emulated the 
woman-chasing techniques of 
King Farouk of Egypt that his 
young wife went to live with 
her family in Cairo. She has 
not returned ... His Mother, 
Queen Zaine, was reported to 
be the real power behind the 
throne. British intelligence re- 
ported she was largely respon- 
sible for pushing out British 
General Glubb, the man who 
trained the Arab Legion. The 
British also reported that she 
had been subsidized to the tune 
of $300,000 by King Saud and 
Col, Nasser in order to do it 
« e e King Hussein’s current 
backbone is attributed partly 
to his British education, partly 
to support from his cousin, 
King Faisal of Iraq, partly sup- 
port from King Saud, who has 
now begun to fear Russia more 
than the British . . ..Hussein’s 
father, King Abdullah, was so 
pro-West and so friendly to 
Israel that he was assassinated. 
He met twice with Israel’s For- 
‘eign Minister Golda Meir, who 
crossed the border disguised as 
an Arab woman to try to ar- 
range peace between the Jews 
and Arabs. Abdullah complain- 
ed at their last meeting that he 
was a virtual prisoner; shortly 
thereafter was killed. 

Inside Jordan—The old city 
of Jerusalem, scene of Arab in- 
trigue, looks as peaceful on the 
surface as the poplar trees 
which line its ancient walls. 
But behind those walls pace 
Arab guards. Machine guns 
peer out from slits in the walls, 
sandbags shield little groups of 
Arab soldiers—all just a stone’s 
throw from the holy sepulcher 
where He was buried who 
preached “Peace on earth, good 
will to men.” 

The holy places of Jerusalem 
are all in‘the old city under 
Arab rule, including most of 
the Christian churches, Fifteen 
miles to the south is Bethlehem, 
where Christ was born—like- 
wise in Jordan. Tourists and 
religious pilgrims used to 
stream back and forth between 
old and new Jerusalem, 
through the Mandelbaum Gate. 
Now the gate is guarded night 
and day. Only diplomats or 
those with special visas can 
pass ....Amman, capital of 
Jordan, has become a thriving 
city of 200,000—almost doubled 
as a result of the refugees 
fleeing from Israel. In the past 
decade, new autos have re- 
placed donkeys and camels, 
given it a traffic problem... 
As in most of the Near Wast, 
water is what Jordan needs 
most. It’s a greater problem in 
Jordan that in Syria, Lebanon, 
or Israel. Jordan would be one 
of the chief beneficiaries of the 
Jordan Valley irrigation project 
proposed by Special Ambassa- 
dor Eric Johnston, but he was 
never able to persuade any of 
the Arab states to go ahead 
with his plan. . 

Inside Egypt—There’s  de- 
finite evidence that Col. Nasser 
gave the chief fillip to the 
Jordanian revolt—after con- 
ferring with Soviet Ambagsador 
Evgueny D. Kisselev in Cairo 
«+.+-At first Nasser was 
caught off balance by King 
Hussein’s tough tactics against 
communism. But after con- 
ferring with the Russian Am- 
bassador,. Nasser got busy. 
Egyptian agents inside Jordan. 
went ahead full force ....I 
will be a long time before the 
U.S.A. lives down the 1953 
error when John Foster Dulles 
delivered the  pearl-handied 
revolver to President N 
as a gift from President Eisen- 
hower, Token~of force, the 


Egyptians have used _ force 
- « - Senators have been quietly 
probing the mistakes of our 
Near Eastern policy from tne 
revolver to Duilcs’: nagging at 
the British in 1953-54 to get out 
of Suez. They finally bowed, 
left without any agreement 
from Egypt... Another error: 
Dulles’s constant urging of an 
Aswan Dam loan on Nasser at 
a time when he was getting 
arms in tremendous quantities 
from Russia. Offering a loan 
at the time Russia was dumping 
a huge supply of arms in Egypt 
meant—in Arab eyes—that we 
Were too weak to protest. 

Nasser Propaganda — The 
Cairo Radio operates in 32 
dialects, 24 hours a day, all 
over the Near East and Africa. 
It is far more effective than the 
Voice of America, Radio Vati- 
can or the BBC, Its main theme 
is to incite revolt against the 
West ....Col. Nasser, of 
course, controls Cairo Radio 
«+e. Here are some excerpts 
from recent broadcasts: 

“I will not hesitate, my 
brethren in Tunisia, Morocco, 
and Algeria, to share with you 
my daily bread in order that 
you can be liberated from 


France and imperialism. Egypt’ 


Syria, and Saudi Arabia, which 
helped Jordan financially so 
she could be liberated, will not 
hesitate, nor will any of the 
Arabs hesitate to assist Tunisia, 
Morocco, and Algeria and any 
Arab country which desires to 
proceed along the true course 
of freedom.” (April 5).... 
“I say and I shall always re- 
peat to my Omani brethren: 
‘Seek death, and life will be 
bestowed upon you.’ You wiil 
triumph over your enemy, God 
willing.” (April 10)..., “It 
is well known that the United 
States gives the Arabs ficanciai 
and military aid without asking 
the Arabs to relinquish their 
rights :n Palestine or in the 
Gulf of Aqaba. Sometimes the 
United States assists the Araps 
against Israel. That means 
that the Arabs derive advantage 
from this cooperation and 
preserve their neutrality and 
independence.” (April 13)... 
“O dear brethren, as you know, 
national rights cannot be 
obtained except through strug- 
gie, units, cooperation, and 
sacrifice. The time has come to 
revive the noble traditions aad 
show the world that you are 
worthy of high ideals, the aim 
of all nations.

‘Massive Threat’

LONDON—The_ recent note 
from Bulganin to Dr. Adenauer, 
which is causing so much étir 
in Western Germany seems to 
me to be one more move in a 
sort of Soviet diplomatic opera- 
tion that has been going on for 
some weeks. There have been 
personal letters to the Prime 
Ministers of the United .King- 
dom, Denmark, Norway, and 
now Germany. There has been 
a verbal message to the Greek 
Foreign Minister. And, in addi- 
tion, there have been a succes- 
sion of broadcasts from Moscow, 
directed in particular, to Hol- 
land and Turkey. 

But, one thing to be noted is 
this: This letter from Bulganin 
to Macmillan was couched, not 
only in moderate terms, but in 
distinctly friendly terms. It 
was, at any rate on the surface 
a suggestion that the time is 
ripe to make another effort to 
improve Anglo-Russian relations. 
It is being talked up here as a 
goodwill message, or just a mere 
peace offensive. 

But, by contrast, all these 
other messages and broadcasts 
have been almost threatening in 
tone, especially the latest one to 
West Germany. All of these 
countries have been told that 
Russia now has the hydrogen 
bomb. They have all been told 
they will not be safe from this 
peril, so they had better get on 
good terms with the Soviet 
Union. In particular, they have 
all been warned not to ailow 
either atomic weapons or guided 
missiles be stationed on their 
territories. 

Same Warning 

And, behind the friendly words 
of the Bulganin letter to Mac- 
millan, there is something to 
the same effect. The same sort 
of warning is there, although it 
is accompanied by a bland as- 
surance that it is not in any 
way meant as a threat. But, no 
doubt, the implication of the 
whole letter seems to be that 
if Britain wants to feel safe, 
she would be wise to seek safe 
ty in an understanting with 
Russia and not in the military 
defense of NATO nor under 
the shield of American atomic 
power. 

This attack on NATO makes 
the suggestion that European 
countries would he devastated. 
There is a concentration in all 
these notes and broadcasts on 
atomic weapons and guided mis- 
siles. The Russians seem to be 
thinking that though there may 
be no chance of inducing the Eu- 
ropean countries to leave NATO, 
there may be a chance of pre- 
venting atomic weapons or guid- 
ed missiles anywhere on the 
western part of the Continent. 

If that were to happen, what 
would be the situation? All 
industrial areas and cities of 
Western Europe would be, as 
the Russians keep on reminding 
us, well within the range of 
Russian aircraft and Russian 
guided missiles, while, at the 
same time, Russia would .be free 
from any danger of massive and 
immediate retaliation, which 
does not mean a particularly 
enticing prospect for the West. 

What Is Aim? 

But, what couk. be the ob 
ject of this new line? Are the 
Soviet leaders really aiming at 
bringing about a state of affairs 
in which they could hope to 
take advantage by the massive 
threat of their atomic bombs 
and pe able to dictate policy to 
ail the European countries? 
This could b>. Or, is it rather 
the prelude to some new nego- 
tiations for a European settle- 
ment in which Russia would be 
able to benefit from an alarm- 
ed and divided West? That also 
could be. Or, are the Russians 
perhaps genuinely, though un- 
warrantably, afraia of possible 
attacrs from the We:t’ Is it 
that they wart to make sure 
of a tuil in which they can re- 
build the‘r eastern empire, the 
East Eurorean empire? And 
v.ill they carry through this 
radical reconstruction of their 
whole internal economy, 
which they think is necessary? 
That agai.. is possible. 

At this moment, the difficulty 
-> that we will never be really 
sure of Soviet intentions or ob- 
jectives. This is well hidden.
